nations; that the Monroe 
Doctrine 


shall not in any way be affected by 
the covenant.

UTE POI*TO BLIGHT 


That farmers and potato growers 


should make preparations to combat 
late blight of potatoes is pointed out 
by the department of botany at the 
Ohio Experiment Station. 


Late blight, generally appears in its 


destructive form in July. 
It is nec- 


essary to spray the potatoes with Bor- 
deaux mixture every 10 days or two 
weeks thruout the season to prevent 
the blight from developing. 


It has been found beneficial to do 


this even if the blight does not strike 
the potato field, 
as the 
Bordeaux 


keeps the plants in a healthier con- 
dition, which in turn increases 
the 


yield of potatoes. 


Late blight always starts to develop 


daring cool, damp weather.
